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ASIATIC QUESTION | 
UP IN THE HOUSE 


Borden is Scored for Attempt te 
Make Political Capital of it--- 
B. C. Members’ Stand.

Ottawa, Dee. 16,—Apart from the 
debate on the Asiatic immigration, 
which oceupied the greater part of 


the day, considerable business was 
disposed Of in the House, D, W. 
Bole’s bill to incorporate the Bank ot 
Winnipeg, was given a second reading 
and referred to the committee on 
banking and commerce. The follow- 
ing western bills were given second 
readings and sent to the railway com- 
mittee: Mr. Sloan's bill respecting Es. 
quilla and Nanaime Railway Com 
pany, Mr, Gallingher’s bill respecting 
the British Columbia and Southern 
Railway Company, and Mr. Herron’s 
bill respecting the Macleod, Cardston 
and Montana Railway Company. 

The Government agreed to the mo 
tion by Mr, Lake (Con., Qu’Appelle 
for a return containing all the infor- 
mation in respect to the complaint: 
made in regard to the alleged impro 
per or-unauthorized charges by per- 
sons in the Regina lands district for 
locating people, homesteads, etc. 

Hon, Mr. Oiiver informed Mr. Ames 
(Con,, Montreal), that the government 
has not been memorialized by — the 
Dawson legislature regarding what is 
known as the Boyle concession, Mr 
McCarthy (Con., Calgary) was told by 
the Minister of Marine that five wire 
less stations have been equipped o1 
the Pacific coast, the cost of whic 
has not yet been established, Mr 
McCarthy was also told that moto) 
boat life saving stations were recent 
ly purchased in the United States, be 
cnuse the special type required could 
not be made in Canada. 

The Exact Figures. 

Hon, Mr. Oliver informed Mr. Me 
Carthy that since January 15th, 1907 
1,359 Chinese, 7,308 Japanese and 2,04( 
Hindus -have arrived in Canada. 

Mr, Lake asked ii it was the inten 
tion of the government to make a dis 
tribution of seed grain to settlers ir 
the Northwest before spring, Hon 
Mr. Oliver replied that the matter 
was under consideration. A numbe: 
of applications received had been re 
ferred to the commissioner on immi 
gvation for a report thereon. 

Mr, Staples asked if the government 
had takenany action towards securing 
the Indian reservation on Swan Lake 
Manitoba. Mr. Oliver said Rev. Mr 
Mitchell had recently made a repor‘ 


on the latter, The Indians are will 
ing to dispose of the Swan Lake 


lands at ten dollars per acre and the 
Battleford lands at six dollars pe 
acre, 

Resolution on Jao immigration. 

Mr. Ralph Smith (Lib, Nanaimo 
moved the following resolution: 

“That in the opinion of this Houss 
steps should be taken to restrict the 
influx of Oriental immigration — inte 
Canada, and inasmuch as the pobiey 
of the government concerning Chinese 
immigration has proved entirely sat 
isfactory, a definite policy should be 
immediately put into operation look 
ing to the accomplishment of equally 
satisiactory results with regard to al’ 
Oriental immigration,”’ 

Speaking in support of the resolu 
tion, Mr. Smith denied that the mat 
ter of Asiatic immigration is a pro 
vincial question, Every member o 
the Honse who had visited Britis! 
Columbia and looked into the prob 
lem had been convinced that the at 
titude of Bnitish Columbia is right 
He would advocate nothing for Britis! 
Columbia that is not in the interest: 
of the Dominion as a whole. Dealing 
with the idea that the agitatior 
against the Asiatics is a matter o' 
spoliation, he said that it  woulc 
mean spoliation and injustice  t 
the British people of the province i! 
something is not done, The serious: 
ness of the problem, Mr. Smith de 
clared, is not so thoroughly appreciat 
ed outside the  prevince. People 
do not understand what the prope! 
handling of the question means fo) 
the future industrial life of the coast 
Proceeding, Mr. Smith declared tha‘ 
the Asiatic immigration question is 
an empire problem, Anything which 
is bad for Canada is harmful to th 
Enipire, Great Britain, in her recent 
tendency to make friends witl 
Asiatic countries, he said, is going 
ahead too fast for the good of — th: 
Empire. 

Orientals Our Superiors. 

He said he could give instances t 
prove that there is more bitternes 
on the part of Orientals against Ocei 
dentals than viee versa, The centur 
jes have raised insurmountable diver 
gencies between us and them, and it 
may take centuries to obliterate ai 
vergencies. If 25,000 Orientals are t& 
be let enter British Columbia why no! 
permit matters to go to their legitim 
ate conclusion, and allow millions o! 
Japanese, Chinese and Indians t 
come in, Mr, Smith declared with 
emphasis that the day has arrived 
when Canada should inaugurate effec 
tive and permanent methods of re 
erietion. He did not urge this on the 
ground that the Asiaties are our In 
deviors, but because industrially and 
comupercially they are the superiors 
of the AngloSaxons. He pointed to 
the vestri¢tive legislation of other 
countries as proof of the necessity of 
similar legislation in Canada. _For 
twenty-five years the people of Britis! 
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Columbia had fought against the ad 
mission of Asiatics, and as a result 
the Chinese head tax now stands at 
$500, 

The Japanese immigration had been 
restricted by the Mikado’s government 
itself for a time, but not sinee the 
treaty of 1907. The Chinese head tax 
had operated almost to the exclusion 
of celestials until this year, when &29 
entered Canada, 

Mr, Dunean Ross, of Yale-Cariboo, 
carried on the presentation of British 
Columbia’s case recalling that it is 
nly about 500 years since the white 
eaces secured undisputed  predomin- 
ince over the vellow, and remarking 
‘that the struggle is on again. He cit- 
‘d figures to show the immense num- 
bers of people on the Asiatic littoral 
f the Pacific, He criticized the Con- 
servative regime for its neglect of 
British Columbia. Railways had been 
aided in other parts of: Canada, but 
not in British Columbia Railways 
were persuaded to give special rates 
‘o immigrants to Manitoba and were 
illowed to recoup themselves by 
‘soaking’ those who were brave 
‘nough to venture into British Colum 
bia. Mr, Ross quoted from Lord Dur- 
vam’s report im support of the idea 
hat waste lands are the right patri- 
nony of the British people and not ot 
oreigners, 

Borden's One Question. 

Mr. Borden, while in the west, had 
ried to make political capital out of

BUILDING OF PEACE 
RIVER-YUKON TRAIL 


Major Canstantine, of R.N.W.M.P., 
Tells of Difficulties Met in Con- 
struction of This Trail, Which 


Gives Connection Between Edmon 
ton and Dawson. 


Major C. Constantine, of the R.N.- 


W.M.P., who has been in the north 
country during the summer, arrived 
in the city yesterday and will re 
main here for the winter Major 
Constantine is the man who supe®r- 
intended the building of the Peace 
River and Dawson police trail He 
describes the agduous task interest 
ingly. x 

‘We left Lesser Slave Lake May 
Ist,” said the niajor, “and went t 
St. John The trip was hard, the 


water in the streAins being high. We 
packed a canoe from the Peacs Riyer 
Crossing, and, if we had not, it would 


have been practically impossible for 
us to make the trip The first plaee 
we used the canoe was at  Islanc 
Creek. The ford here is generally 
about a foot deep, but this year it wae 
nearly eight orinine feet deep. We 
hud no feed till Wwe got to the top o 
the north bank of the Pine River 
[he canoe was very useful then, as we 
had our own troubles getting out 

We went two miles 


supplies over 
above the regular ford and swam the 


horses When the Pine River was 
crossed we had to pack 12 miles and 
then eross Fish Creek. which was 
also booming At the Clear Water 
River, in endeavoring to ford, th 
stream carried away the team 
wagon and driver. The horses land 
ed on the point of a sand bar, ane 
after some difficulty we got then 
up from the level of the river Ar 
riving at St. John on the th o 
May after a few days’ rest, we start 
ed again. 
Packed From St, John, 

After leaving St. John the horset 
had to be packed For the first fifty 
miles the country was rough, th 
streams fast and the hills hard 
climb, being long and steep. Th 


first difficulty with water was exper! 
enoed at the north fork of the Half 
way River We were held up for ¢ 
day with heavy snow, rain and high 
water I was afraid of the river go 
ing higher from the m Iting of the 
snow, so we decided to eross as S00! 


as possible We forded the river 
which was shoulder deep and very 
fast The Half-way River, by the 


gets its name from the fact that 
it empties into the Peac about mid 
way between St. Johns and Hudson’ 
Hope After going up stream som 
distance and finding no othe possible 
ferd, we built a raft and securely lash 
ed about half the stuff on it, and 
manned by four men, we turned hei 
loose. Although not a larg raft 
the men could not control it, and i 
it had not been that the current 0} 
the river set in to a point projecting 
out into the river, there is no telling 
where they might have gole, Wher 
ghe neared the shore the four mer 
jumped, ea iving hold of a rope 
which checked her way although th¢ 
raft was swamp d The goods wer 
finally got on shore, The next ques 
tion was how to get grub to the men 
Taking a large, strong horse, we pack 
ed him with food for a day, and tak 
ing him up stream, turn d him int 


the stream to let him take his chances 
He landed on the other side, about 
half-way between the camp and the 
raft. The next morning the rest o 
the stuff was sent over in the same 
way There wore some doubts as te 
the outcome, but fortunately vevery 
ning was safely taken across 

“The next river we had to cross War 
the Cypress, about five mile frou 
the crossing of the Half Way, This 
waa high. but was easily forded, The 
country did not seem to be getting 
any smoother nor the hills les diffi 


cult to climb owing to the heavy rain 
and bad The next river of

BIG MOTOR FIRM FAILS. 


Twenty Million Dollar Concern’ in 
New Jersey in Receiver'’s Hands. 


Elizabeth, N.J., Dee. 15.—Halsey H. 
Barrett and Henry W. Nuckless to- 
day were appointed receivers for the 
Eleetric Vehicle Company ,a $20,000,- 
000 New Jersey corporation, with a 
manufacturing plant at  Hartlord, 
Conn., by Judge Cross of the United 
States Cireuit Court. The receivers 
are bonded for $200,000 each, 

The Hartford Rubber Works Com- 
pan, which has a claim of $11,7585, 
was the petitioner. Inability to get 
ready cash is gaid to be the cause of 
the Electrie Vehicle Company's trou- 
ble, 

Judge Cross, in appointing the re- 
ceiyers, adjudged the company to be 
insolvent because it had defaulted in 
the payment of $2,500,000 of 6 per 
cent. gold bonds which matured Nov. 
1. The indebtedness consists of these 
bonds, seeured by a qortgage on pro- 
perty of the company held by the 
Morton Trust Company of New York; 
notes aggregating $809,351 and aec- 
counts payable amounting to $24,790,
